they are not so promiscuoesly employed in

METEOROLOGY. . 


- The Marquis.de la Place has relinquished 


the hypothesis of the Janar origio of meteoric 
stones; indeed it never was tenable. A 
friend of ours, who witnessed the full of au 


‘aerolite in a brook, within 200 yards of bim, 
| during a dreadful storm, dammed oyt the 


water and dug for it afew days after. He 
was unsuccessful in his first excavation ; 
bat in his second attempt found the shunder- 
bolt at about one foot and a half from the 
surface. Being rather of curions than of 
scientific habits, he lost this fine opportunity. 
for experiment: but he describes the stone 
as spherical, and about four inches in diame- 
ter. It was cxccedingly heavy, and seemed 
to be adark fusion of iron and nickel. 
Broken with a hammer, there was discover- 
ed in the centre a cavity. three fourths of an 
inch in diameter, and filled with a black pow- 
der strongly compressed. The smell was 
highly sulphurous. it is evident that such 
a production as this belonged. to the chemis- 
try of the air, and electricity.

Friendship of a devoted kind is not uncpm- 
mon in Turkey 3; in Rome it is certainly 
rare. The testimonies of numerous travel- 
lere concur in stating that a low shop-keepcr 
in Turkey scorns even to ask-of a Christian, 
a greater sum than he would of a Turk.
